47. The pharmaceutical composition of claim 45, wherein:

R 1 , R 2 , R 3 and R 4 are each hydrogen; and 

R 5 is hydrogen, phenyl, benzyl or phenylethyl, wherein said phenyl, benzyl or 
phenylethyl are independently substituted with one or more substituent(s). 



48. The pharmaceutical composition of claim 47, wherein R 5 is benzyl substituted 
with one or more substituent(s) independently selected from the group consisting of 
carboxy, halo, C1-C4 alkyl and C|-C 4 alkoxy. 

The pharmaceutical composition of claim 45, wherein the compound is an 
enantiomer or an enantiomer-enriched mixture.
